. The air force' several weeks ago 
cancelled the contract for building 
the air base after about $15,000,000 
had been spent on the job. 

The burden of the Brighton town 
taxpayers has . increased greatly 
since the air force acquired the land. 
Their taxes, in many cases, have 
more than doubled. 

These have been due chiefly to 
higher school costs and loss of tax- 
able property to the federal gov- 
ernment. 

Ninety-nine 'parcels were taken 
for the base site by the air force 
with the 1956 real estate taxes on 
these amounting to $13,158. This 
was 22 per cent of the town's total 
real estate levy of $58,851. 

In addition, these 5,400 acres on 
the site aren't producing any tax 
revenue to the town. , 

A few examples of how taxes have 
risen, due partly at least to a rise 
in school costs, is one parcel assessed 
for $10,125. Taxes for 1056 were 
$503 but in 1958 they had risen to 
$1,357. 

Another parcel was assessed at 
$7,800. Taxes went from $387 to 
$1,045 in the same period of time. 

The school tax on the first parcel 
of land in 1956 was $124 and two 
years later it accounted for $812 in 
taxes. 

Whitley school bought a $5,000 
trailer in which to hold classes, 
mainly for children of air base 
workers, with the hiring of a teach- 
er, buying new books-, seats and the 
like, having to be done from 
scratch. ' 

Transportation costs went lip due 
to more children and the fact the 
school bus had to swing way around 
the base site. 

Whitley school district was In- 
active last fall when the trailer was 
purchased, and a new, buildirjg is be 
ing planned to house about, J 
students.

"It is possible with routine, peri- 
odic tuberculin skin testing coupled 
with periodic examination by tho 
family doctor, tuberculosis will 
cease to be a major public health 
problem. 

"Follow-up is the most important 
single aspect of a tuberculin testing 
program. Public health nurses give 
priority to this activity which in- 
cludes home visiting and referral."

Don Klapper of the Paddock Lake 
Lumber Co. headed the .citizens 
spraying committee earlier and once 
again is a leader in the project. 

Eight barrels of the chemical were 
sprayed across surfaces of the lake 
and channels earlier this year. 
Fritz Paulin, district ilsh manager, 
supervised the operation which ex- 
tended . over most of' the daylight 
hours of a single day. 

The weed-kill project was 
launched by Paddock Lake business- 
men this past spring after a pro- 
posal a year ago this fall that fish 
in the lake be poisoned to eliminate 
a surplus of stunted bluegllls. 

A. protest to the poisoning came 
when numerous residents of the area 
revealed the lake contained a size- 
able population of almost trophy- 
sized largemouth and smalknouth 
bass. 

Businessmen contend the killing 
of weeds at Paddock lake will elim- 
inate the weedbed shelter of the 
small bluegills and permit predation 
of the small fish by the big bass and 
northerns known to exist there. 

Cleaner and better beaches and 
shorelines, clearwater channels and 
greater boating access to all parts 
of the lake are expected.
